Northfield Schools 


With commencements,  anniver- 
saries and conferences the Northfield 
schools have afforded considerable av- 
tivities during recent days. Hundreds 
of visitors have come to Northfield 
and the facilities of the hotel, inns 
and even private homes have been 
taxed to care for all. Mount Hermon 
School has held its commencement 
and its graduates go out to face the 
future expeiences of their lives. 

Then followed the 65th anniversary 
of the Alumni Association and a re- 
union of many classes. The opening 
was Friday, June 7, and continued 
through Sunday with a program full 
of events. There were addresses by 
well known speakers, social affairs 
and sports events as well as a ban- 
quet at the Northfield Hotel. Services 
were held in the Memorial Chapel. 
Saturday evening a performance was 
given of the “Pirates of Penzance” 
by the students of both schools in the 
Auditorium. 

Then came the commencement at 
the Northfield School for Girls. There 
were many events during the week- 
end with baccalaureate services and 
commencement exercises on Monday, 
June 10.
